[03:12] Jeff: Like to be honest, like, just for us, it’s probably for us just to 
get another job. Like, we're already, we need more money, yeah were not 
getting the money we really need. Like, its not that, its not you know, we 
couldn’t, we could probably get something more professional or 
something more, we could get more money. And urghhm probably for us, 
its probably better, probably easier for us to just get another job.

[03:32] Jeff: Wrap it up, yeah 


[03:33] Rico: Ok, yeah cause what | was thinking too is like, there, there 
are other jobs here that we have urghhh to ??? forward. It's like doing 
projects that urghh to you to know to expand. Right, we have things in 
terms of the netcafe, we have the systems and games that we wanted to 
get set up and ahh we wanted to add in urghh the console gaming and 
that kind of stuff. So, we need the manpower to do it. And based of that 
urghh things like certain products we want to get in, so some research 
and ???? that kinda stuff. And it would pay a bit more too. So, does that 
seem like something that you guys are interested in.

[04:19] Jeff: Like me, I’m just like, like this jobs a bit tiring for us, you 
know, working in the sex shop. It's like a bit draining. And now | just need 
a break. | just need to work something a bit simple, something basic 
where l'm getting a bit better money and just, that’s it for me. 


[04:31] Rico: That’s understandable, do you have stuff already lined up? 
[04:35] Jeff: We are looking and applying now 


[04:37] Rico: Ok, yeah, | know, and as far as the Stuart situation goes, 
yeah, he shouldn't have said the things that he did, you know, he's, you 
know, it is a big, probably a big factor, but urggh, you know the way he, 
they way he reacts to people

"yeah, where does Stuart live". Its not, nothing like that. Its just like, we're 
fed up. We don't wanna work with him.

[05:43] Jeff: Yeah, | don't want to spend one more minute with him so, 
that’s just it. So, we don't have hard feelings. We like you guys. | know we 
had a bit of argument but it wasn't anything, we were just heated. You 
know. 


[05:54] Rico: Yeah yeah, its just emotional stuff right, in the moment, so, 
yeah we know like you guys. We think your good guys. So, | understand 
the situation and urgh, you know, to, to just | guess to wrap everything up. 
So, yeah, what we wanna do is, we do, to do the pay cycle, right, so, | 


think Fridays urgh we weren't sure what was going on. So, so | guess 
you're looking for that so we can deal with that now. And then urgh, 
normally what we do is we just pay out the normal days that we normally 
pay.

something anything further please just let us know ok.

[15:05] Rico: So, I'm gonna double check it. 

[15:07] Jeff: Sunday, Monday and Friday. 

[15:08] Rico: OK I'll have him double check it. 

[15:10] Brian: So, no more "I'll show you my penis" 

[15:11] Jeff: Yeah no more penis 

[15:13] Brian: You, you know you guys are great. Honestly. 
[15:14] Jeff: Yeah, nah nah for sure 


[15:15] Brian: | would rather have you than Stuart, honestly, any day. No 
amount of 


money. No raises, no bonuses, no, no nothing will keep you guys.

[15:26] Joe: Plus, to be honest I've been in Canada for 3 months and the 
whole time | have been here.

Like, this place, honestly, we had a 4-hour meeting today. about the 
entire business, whether we wanna just unload the 2 buildings and just go 
back to the one building and make life easy because its just too draining 
for us, were, were spent. And we found, Andrew stealing on the weekend, 
bullshit going on, you guys were solid, but |, you, you remind of the 
English guy, he comes in and he

just charge the fuck out of Stuart in the future and everybody’s happy but 
you guys are, you know what it is. So, we're losing you guys and we are 
sad.

[16:31] Brian: no honestly, | appreciate the real conversations and the 
thank you very much’s and the real thing. Cause honestly, | like you guys.

[16:39] Brian: We appreciate the booklet you gave us. 
[16:41] Jeff: Ok yeah, Australian slang 


[16:44] Brian: You know, you gotta realise too. It's not McDonalds. So 
that kinda stuff is for McDonalds. We've dealt with, we've had, I've had 20 
stores. I've had labour guys call me. I've had this call me, that call me. 
they, they can't. They can call us 1,000 times and so McDonalds takes 
that shit seriously, they have to. Here, you have to, its like cash under the 
table business. You do your job, were everybody’s happy and 
appreciative. But I've had people before try fucking fuck around and shit. 
So, stuff happens. But, honestly, thank you. I'm sorry for Stuart driving 
you crazy, we are now hurting for 2 less employees, willing to pay youa 
fortune, but you are dumb for money. You can work less hours. Anyway, 
I'll tell you what. Give yourself a day to think about it if you really want 
more money and less hours or something and again. Sorry about Stuart, 
he's got problems and he's never gonna????
